AALBORG, Northern Denmark 
(Reuter). —- Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin yesterday dismissed the 
dea that Jews in the Soviet Union 
were being persecuted as “a myth.” 

“In general there is no Jewish 
problem in the Soviet Union It 
has been artificially engendered in 
the West,” he told a press con- 
ference at the end of his four-day 
visit to Denmark.

No 
country in the West has conditions 
for the Jews such as exist in the 
Soviet Union.” 

He said that many Jewish appli- 
cations to emigrate from the Soviet 
Union “are being very actively con- 
sidered and many visas ere being 
isgued to enable the Jews to go 
to Israel. 


«There are not so many applica- 
tions left and they are belong pro- 
cessed as quickly as possible," he 
said.

BELFAST. — Northern [reland 
Mourned yesterday the victims of 
its worst terror incident in more 
than two years of strife. Sixteen 
persons were killed when a bomb 
wrecked a crowded bar on Saturday 
night. In Dublin, the Irish Republic 
Army denied responsibility for the 
incident. Three children and four 
women were among the dead. 

Twenty-one persons were injured 
in the explosion at McGurk's 
Pub, a Roman Catholic bar in the 
centre of Belfast. 

Police sources said they were 
investigating the possibility that 
the pub was being used as a “letter 
box” by LR.A. men. The bomb 
may have been left for someone 
else to pick up and instead went 
off unexpectedly, they sald. One 
senior police offcer said a well- 
known LR.A. member was among 
those killed.

eight persons, including an army 
Tosjor and two policemen were in- 
jured in shooting Incidents outside. 

‘The explosion swelled the death

The blast came about an hour 
before closing time when the bar 
was full of Saturday night 
drinkers. Emergency hospital units 
were set up beside the wreckage 
and police, soldiers and bystanders 
formed resene squads to dig out 
survivors.

Move in Haifa to ‘ban play’ 


By YA'ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem Poat Correspondent, 
HAA. — The play “The Asses,” 
by the Romansdramatist and comic 
poet Titus Macelus Plautus, is 

creating problems in Haifa, 

The Poalel Agudat Yisrael mem- 
ber of the City management, Moshe 
Blithental, has asked the mayor to 
order the city theatre to take off 
the play, which is due to have 
its official premiére tomorrow night. 
He says thet although he himself 
does not attend plays, he under- 
stands that ‘The Asses” is “im- 
moral" and “not fit to be shown 
by Β public theatre supported by 
the City.” 

Mr. Blithental told Zhe Post that 
he had based his objections to the 
play on a report of a preview he 
had read in Friday's ‘Yedioth Aha- 
ronat.” Solel Boneh workers and 
thelr families had attended the pre- 
view, and part of the audience had 
walked out during a perficularly 
lurld scene. 

Be agreed that the play would 
cause no moral damage to Orthodox 
residents and youths who, like him- 
self, did noi attend theatre shows 
en principle, and that everybody 
else was free to stay away if he 
conaidered the play unfit. 

However, said Mr. Blithental, all 
this would hold good only if a 
private theatre company had put 
on the play. “I think the City 
Theatre must be more discriminate 
and not choose plays that ‘are mo- 
rally offensive just to compete on 
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the market. I believe there are 
enough educational and uplifting 
plays to chose from.” 

Asked to comment, the Theetre 
manager, Ya’acov Yassour, showed 
your reporter the certificate ‘ssued 
by the Interioy Ministry’s review 
board dealing with ‘films and plays.

It heard the 
claim of the distributors thet the 
managements of the companies are 
not prepared to recognize their de- 
mands for. an increase in their real 
incomes despite the increased costs 
of transport.

Former Supersol chief sues :rnse"ga yar war ies 


auditors for [1.123.000 


TEL AVIV. --- ‘The former Presi- 
dent of Supersol, Mr. Bertram Loeb, 
has filed a 1123,000 suit against 
the firm's auditors, Braude and Com- 
pany, claiming that Careless audi- 
ting made possible the large-scale 
irregularities which led to Mr. 
Loeb's dismissal ip 1964. The In- 
vestigation. had also led to the con- 
viction of the chain's general ma- 
nager, Avraham Feinherg, for fal- 
sifying accounts: and burning the 
records in order to evade detection. 

Mr. Loeb claimed that he and 
other Supersol executives had been 
required to reimburse the compa- 
ny for its 1055 incurred by Fein- 
berg’s manipulations. 

Mr. Loeb, a prominent Canadian 
businessman, was one of the foun- 
ders of Supersol and its first pre- 
sident. He was dismissed by the 
Canadian board of directors in Oc- 
tober, 1964 after he refused to go 
to Israel to aid the police investiga- 
tion into the IL8m. discrepancy in 
Supersol’s accounts. 

Mr. Baruch Brauile, head of the 
auditors’ firm, has issued a state- 
ment denying the charge. He ac- 
cused Mr. Loeb himself of being 
@ party to the “manipulations” of 
the Superso] inventories, 

In his claim, Mr, Loeb stated that 
it was poor auditing, that enabled 
the irregularities to go undetected 
for so long. He claimed that in 
1965 he had conducted negotiations 
with Mr. Braude in which the au- 
ditor had agreed to reimburse him

Shubinsky, police agree 


not to talk to press

HAIFA. — The police here have 
thrown ἃ cloak of secrecy over their 
investigation into the business af- 
fairs of the former general manager 
of Autocars, Mr. Yitzhak Shubinsky. 

Tt is understood that they have 
come to a gentlemen's agreement

“We're continuing our work,” said 
Deputy Commander Haim Frenkel. 
Tt is now a matter of auditors going 
over hundreds of documents and 
piecing together a coherent picture, 
something almost impossible to ob- 
tain from the company’s own ac- 
counts. 

Mr. Shubinsky, who was ques- 
tioned for four hours by police on 
Friday, is reported to have coope- 
rated, with them and tax officers 
and to have given detailed in- 
formation. Much of what he said 
was confirmed by his chief assis- 
tant and accountant, Mr. Ernest 
Abbada, whom the police questioned 
ἃ fortnight ago when they inves- 
tigated charges of bribery and fa- 
vouritism concerning senior public 
officials. He reportedly told inves- 
tigatora that they had been sold 
cars at reduced rates, with the re- 
bates running from a few hundred 
pounds to a few thousand. 

One of these officials was the 
former director-general of the Fin- 
ance Ministry, Dr. Yaacov Arnon, 
who was questioned by Israel Radio 
on the subject. He admitted that 
Shubinsky had granted him a re- 
duction of ‘what he believed was 
“several hundred pounds.” Autocars’ 
agent in Jerusalem filled in the de- 
tails and revealed thet the rebate 
had been 1L3,000, and that it was 
he who had initiated the sale. It 
was a Triumph 1500, a car then 
mew on the market. The agent had 
thought thet if the Ministry’s boss 
used the model, other officials would 
follow suit, he said. 

In a talk with him Mr, Shubins- 
ky recently told. this reporter that 
giving reductions or easy payment 
terms was practiced all over the 
world and even more so in Israel. 
He recalled that when Zim's luxury 
liner, the Shalom, went on her three 
maiden voyages, Zim invited senior 
Government officials for free cruises, 
among them the then legal adviser 
and former judge Mr. Moshe Ben 
Ze'ev, who travelled with his wife 
and children, There wasn't the 
slightest murmur against him or 
any other senior Government offic- 
1818, said Mr, Shubinsky. 

Mr. Shubinsky at the time also 
admitted that he had supported po- 
litical parties, through their news- 
papers and other publications. But 
there again, he said, he had only 
done what hundreds of other busi- 
nessmen do. 

The Autocars list of beneficiaries 
however included Government of- 
ficlals whose duties had a direct 
bearing on the company’s affairs. 
whos, it ree een reported that the 
sou a ence Ministry purchas- 
ing official has been studying in 
Britain on a postgraduate scholar- 
ship arranged for him by Autocars' 
partner, Leyland. The Ministry is 
one of Autocars’ biggest customers. 
But this was no secret at the Min- 
istry, and nobody questioned the 


propriety of the arrangement. Two 
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officials of the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank are known to have re- 
ceived financial aid for trips abroad, 
the police have established; and one 
of them has resigned since the in- 
vestigation ieaked into the press. 
In Tel -Aviv, four demonstrators 
shouting through loudspeakers last 
night called for the resignation of 
the Minister of Justice Ya'acov 
Shimshon Shapiro, accusing ‘him of 
corruption and involvement in the 
recent Netivei Neft aud Autocars 
scandals. The demonstrators, sur- 
rounded by at jeast three dozen

In hot debate J’lem Council

An angry intervention by Coun- 
ciiman Meron Benvenisti last night 
forestalled expected approval by the 
Jerusalem Municipai Council of a 
decision to move: East Jerusalem 
taxi drivers away from the entrance

After Ustening to Benvenistl’s 
plea, the Council refused to author- 
ize 8 decision by the local Transpor- 
tation Committee that the 22 taxis 
assigned to the ‘Jaffa Gate rank 
be moved 50 metres downslope. The 
committee — made up of represen- 
tatives from the: police, the Trans- 
port Ministry and the Municipal 
Council — had declared that the 
taxls hindered access to the gate. 
The drivers asserted that the move 
would destroy their livelihood and 
declared a strike which yesterday 
entered its fourth day. (A report 
last Thursday that a compromise so- 
lution had been reached proved 
false.) 

Benvenisti said that tourists 
coming out of the gate would not 
walk the50 metres to the new rank. 
He noted that the drivers them- 
selves had suggested a compromise 
whereby only a small number of 
taxis would be parked in rotation 
outside the gate while the bulk 
would remain some distance away. 

Benvenisti, in charge of East Je- 
rusalem affairs for the Municipality, 
had an angry exchange with the 
chairman of the Transportation 
Committee, Gahal Councilman Ger- 
shon Solomon. Mr. Solomon is the 
most outspoken advocate on the 
council for the affirmation of Israeli 
authority in East Jerusalem. Mr. 
Benvenisti is the principal defender
